Important Statements Made by Ministers 
Meeting of Central Farmers' Institute — 
Representative Gathering of 
Agriculturists 



at 



What promises to bo a most suc- 
cessful and useful gathering of agri- 
culturists, the Ninth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Central Farmers' Institute 
of British Columbia, ts now in session 
In the Department of Agriculture. The 
proceedings opened at 11 a. in. yester- 
day, and there were delegates present 
from m> less than twenty-live local In- 
stitutes. J. R. Anderson, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture and superintendent 
is acting as chairman of the conven- 
tion. Those present Include A. E. Chile, 
Victoria; J. T. Collins, Islands; Joseph 
Randle, Nanaimo-Cedar; A. if. Poult, 
Metchosln; G. A. Spencer, Albcml; 
Win Duncan. Comox; James Mars and 
J. C. Metcalf. Maple Ridge and Oo- 
quillam; Henry Harris. Langley; W in. 
Abbott, MIslon; W. E. Buckingham, 
Richmond; A. Hammer, Bella Coola; 
I). Bedding, Llllooet; R. D. MacKenzie, 
Surrey: P. U. Wilson, Chilllwack; H 
R. Phillips. Matsqul; A. Veno.bles, 
Okanagan; F. R. E. De Hart, Osoyoos; 
W. J. Brandrith, Central Park; Alex. 
Davie, Delta; V. D. Cursey, Kamloops; 
James Evans, Salmon Arm; J. Whelp- 
ton, Kent; W. L. Keene, North Van- 
couver; and George Heggie, Spallum- 
cheen. 

( Morning Session. 

The morning session was devoted to 
addresses from the Premier and min- 
ister of agriculture, both being receiv- 
ed with great attention and punctuated 
with liberal applause. Several Import- 
ant announce. aents were made, par- 
ticularly that at the coming session o£ 
the Legislative assembly steps will bo 
taken to deal with the irrigation prob- 
lem in the dry belt; the adequate ar- 
rangements for the prevention of for- 
est fires will be Inaugurated, and that 
an organized campaign will be. waged 
against orchard pests not only on lands 
of -white farmers but also, by agree- 
ment with the Indian department, on 
Indian orchards. 

Hon. Richard McBride was the first 
speaker and was given n hearty re- 
ception. He first expressed the great 
pleasure It gave hint to be present on 
the occasion, as lm considered such 
gatherings of the greatest Importance 
to the farming Industry. He compli- 
mented the Institute on the good work 
it had accomplished In the past, and 
also on tho success that had attended 
the efforts of Mr. J. R. Anderson, the 
superintendent.. 

Improve Dry Belt. 

It was proposed, lie continued, at the 
coming session of the legislature t.> 
make a move towards bringing about 
better conditions in the dry belt. This 
would bring much more land under 
cultivation there and materially assist 
In the development of the interior. 

As. for some years, he hud had the 
honor nf representing a farming con- 
stituency he was deeply Interested in 
the deliberations of the convention; th< 
more so as he had. (hiring the period 
mentioned, 1 f . - ■ • ri connected with a local 
Institution of a similar character. He 
trusted tin- results of tin.' sessions nf 
the Institute would he so encouraging 
as to make the farmers, fruit growers 
and stock-raisers even more enthu- 
siastic in thoir work than in the past, 
i Applause.) 

Hon. H. (',. Tatlow, minister of fin- 
ance and agriculture. was the only 
other speaker during the morning. On 
rising to deliver his address If was 
received w-lth continued applnuse. In 
the course of his speech he said: 
Prosperity of Province. 

"I can assure you that it gives mo 
gn at pleasure in welcoming you hero 
and to have an opportunity of exchang- 
ing views. Another source of satis- 
faction Is tin; fact that the prosperity 
apparent for the past few years shows 
signs of continuing. Agriculture and 
horticulture are gradually coming to 
the front and becoming two of tho 
most Important Industries In the pro- 
vince. 

"It is pleasing to note that, in splto 
of the very large Importation of 
produce of this kind, and the 
heavy sum of money sent out of 
British Columbia to purchase them, 
statistics show that this sum is 
decreasing and more Is being raised 
at home. Last year the Importa- 
tion was SnOO.OOO less than that of the 
year before, vet, while still there is 
about $6,500,000 sent outside the signs 
are encouraging, nnd it Is a matter 
of congratulation that home produc- 
tion Is so rapidly Increasing. 

Cheaper Stumping Powdor. 
' "At your convention last year, then! 
were li number of resolutions passed, 
to all of which we have given careful 
attention. The first dealt with cheaper 
stumping powder, and asked tin- gov- 
ernment to take steps to deal with 11 
In a practical manner. As soon as pos- 
sible an arrangement • was made with 
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the power company for tho province to 
purchase It In cur- load lots for cash, 
to he delivered to the farmers as re- 
quired, a box or two at a. time, either 
from the works at Victoria or Nanal- 
mo. 

"As a result close upon five car-loads 
have; been sol. I, valued ut over $10,000, 
and 1 hope that tl»07 will show a 1)1;.; 
Increase. We will try to do even better 
in the future and see if It Is not pos- 
slblc to obtain better facilities for dis- 
tribution. 

Care of Orchards. 

"Coining now to the second, anil a 
most Important resolution: 

'That as the fruit Industry is of such 
vital Importance to the country, and 
that we cannot impress too much on 
the growers the importance of keeping 
up the good standard now obtained, 
wo respectfully request tic Agricul- 
tural Department to appoint one- or 
more practical men to give demon- 
strations and • addresses during the 
present year In the planting and caro 
of orchards,' 

I can only say that we have done our 
best to carry It into effect. The gov- 
ernment has made every effort to se- 
cure both local and outside authorities 
to address meetings on these import- 
ant matters, and they have been pro- 
ductive of a large amount of good. Tho 
same policy will be continued during 
the present year. ( Hear, hear.) 
Assistance for Inspector. 

"Then there was a resolution asking 
that assistance be given to the provin- 
cial fruit inspector. This request has 
also been carried out. Mr. Cunningham 
has been given a stenographer to as- 
sist him In the work of ills office, and 
ho has been Instructed when pressure 
of work necessitates it, to secure what 
other assistance he requires. 

"In this connection J may say that 
lie is now engaged In an active cam- 
paign against orchard pests on Van- 
couver and the surrounding Islands. 
When this territory has been covered 
he will carry out the same work In the 
upper country. It is the intention to 
have a thorough Inspection all over the 
province. Not only this, by arrange- 
ment with the Indian Department, na- 
tive's orchards will also be inspected, 
and posts removed. In this manner It 
Is hoped to make the fruit raised in 
British Columbia of even better qual- 
ity than heretofore. 

Dairy Inspection. 

"Regarding the matter of dairy in- 
spection, a lot of work has also been 
accomplished. Soon after your last 
convention we obtained the consent of 
the Dominion Minister of Agriculture 
to permit Mr. Logan to take up these 
duties concurrently with those con- 
nected with livestock. I believe he has 
given every satisfaction, and hope, 
during the coming year, by lightening 
Ids other duties, to enable him to de- 
vote more time to the Inspection of 
creameries. I hope, before jour la- 
bors are finished, you will take up this 
matter and make any recommenda- 
tions you consider advisable for the 
benefit of the creamery Industry. 

"Immediately after your last con- 
vention, we also took up your recom- 
mendation for the creation of forest 
reserves in the dry belt with the Do- 
minion authorities. As a result, eight 
large townships iii the railway belt 
have been set aside for the purpose 
asked, ami I believe they will he of 
great effect In conserving the water 
supply of that part of the province. 
Prevention of Forest Fires 

"In connection with this matter also. 
I may mention the steps that have 
have la-en taken for the prevention of 
forest tires. A start has been made 
already. Altogether about $3,000 was 
spent witli this object In view during 
11mm;. This year operations will be on 
a much larger scale, and a much 
greater sum of money will la; spent. 

The government is fully alive to the 
loss tlie country has sustained by fires 
and all the Information available Is 
being collected on the subject, Includ- 
ing the regulations in force In other 
provinces. We hope to take up the 
matter at the coming session of tho 
House ami obtain funds necessary for 
protection. 

There was .'mother resolution pass- 
ed at your last convention that has 
been carefully considered, the request 
to set aside forest lands as a reserve 
for the foundation of an agricultural 
college, in respect to this, with the 
eonsent of the Premier, I can say that 
this matter will come up during the 
session, when the question setting 
aside certain lands in connection with 
education is being considered." 
Experimental Stations 

The minister of agriculture then 
stated that the request for experimen- 
tal stations on Vancouver Island, In 
the dry belt and In Kooteiray has been 
taken up with Hon. Wni. Tompleman. 
In July last that gentleman had stated 
that the matter was still under con- 
sideration, but a telegram sent recent- 
ly, asking'' for later Imortii.'ltion, had 
called forth no response. Tin; mutter 
of adulteration lias also been taken up 
in (he same manner. 

In reference to tie' temporary ces- 
sation of the Issuance of annual re- 
ports of the department of agriculture, 
Hon. .Mr. Tatlow explained that, In 
common with other matters, they had 
to he discontinued in tho times when 
retrenchment was necessary. The 
$ri,000 or $(1,000 such publication cost 
had to lie saved for the time being. 
Now, however, the province was In a 
better financial condition, he would 
take up the matter with Mr. Ander- 
son, ami see If they could not In; re- 
Issued. 

Quostion of Irrigation 
"On the question of Irrigation In tho

LEGISLATIVE SESSION 
LIKELY 10 BE SHORT 



Tomorrow's Opening — More Mem- 
bers Arrive to be Present 
at Commencement 



(Continued on Pago Two) 



It Is expected that the business 
which will come before the first ses- 
sion of tho eleventh legislature of 
British Columbia, which opens tomor- 
row afternoon, will lie dealt with 
expeditiously. Some of those who set 
themselves up as political prophets, as 
Individuals gifted with such keenness 
of perception in regard to public af- 
fairs as to be able to keep in constant 
touch with their trend, go so far as 
to predict that everything likely to 
some before the house will have re- 
ceived the; requirod attention within a 
period of six weeks. Others, however, 
while expressing the belief that the 
session will not be as long drawn out 
as on former occasions, point out that 
the programme to he considered will 
probably lie one of the most Important 
In tie; history of the province, and 
that, therefor.;, it may take two, or, 
perhaps, three months to clear the 
shite satisfactorily. That the govern- 
ment intends losing no time, under 
any circumstances, is evidenced by the 
announcement that the legislature will 
meet for the transaction of business 
on Friday afternoon, the day after the 
formal opening. As a rule an ad- 
journment is taken on the latter occa- 
sion ftntll Monday, actual work begin- 
ning with the new week. 

in the meantime preparations for 
the ceremony which will murk the 
Inauguration of parliament are pro- 
gressing, and will be completed well 
within the time available. The cham- 
ber has been thoroughly renovated, 
not only once, but several times, so 
that it, will present its most imposing 
appearance. Sergeant-at-Arms Saun- 
ders has appointed his staff of assist- 
ants, the personnel of which was 
published in yesterday's Colonist. 
Among the latter are seven youths, 
bright, active young fellows, ranging 
from ten to fourteen years of age, 
who will perform the functions of 
pages throughout the session. The 
sergeunt-nt-arms is specially proud of 
"his boys," ttS he terms them. He 
says that he already has them well 
"broken in" and. that he is confident 
that they will satisfactorily look after 
the convenience and comforts of the 
members. While upon this subject he 
indulged In a little reminiscence, re- 
calling his experiences with other 
pages employed by him at former ses- 
sions of tho provincial legislature, 
"Toll would be surprised," he remark- 
ed, "how quickly they master the 
rules and regulations of the house. IV 
is amusingly incongruous to hear a 
boy, a mere youngster of from ten to 
fourteen, come out of the chamber and 
begin criticizing a ruling Just pro- 
nounced by the Speaker of the assem- 
bly. Yet such occurrences have come 
Within my experience. Of course all 
the boys have their favorites, and 
sometimes indulge in spirited argu- 
ments in regard to the respective 
oracular qualities of different mem- 
bers." He went on to Bay that al- 
though none of Hie "veteran" pages 
had come buck tills sessioti ho hail 
been aid" p, obtain a stuff of Intelli- 
gent youths who, he was sure, would 
do him credit. 

The members are beginning to ar- 
rive In large numbers from their 
various ridings in order to be present 
on the occasion of tin; opening. Quito 
a party reached the 'Capital by the 
Vancouver steamer last evening. 
Among them were 11. G. Parson, of 
Columbia: .las. Sehoflold, of Ymlr, and 
Thos. GIfford, of New Westminster. 
Robert Grant, of Comox, came in byy 
the noon train from Nanaimo, This 
evening the majority of those who 
have not yet arrlv d should reach 
here, as there tire few who will care 
to miss the opening. 

The inauguration of the forthcoming 
session of the provincial parliament Is 
one of tlie most popular subjects of 
conversation among Victorians at 
present. Owing to tlie fact that this 
city is tlie capital the approach of tlie 
annual session always arouses much 
moro speculation as to its, results than 
Is the case anywhere else In the pro- 
vince. Besides the forma 1 opening is 
always more or less of a society func- 
tion. On this occasion, owing to It 
being the first affair of tlie kind at 
which the present lieutenant-governor, 
James Dunsmuir, has presided, and 
also, because it is the first session of 
a new parliament, there Is more gen- 
eral Interest being evinced. As lias 
been stated. It has been decided to 
limit tin; Invitations issued for seats 
upon the floor of the house to those 
included In the official list. There 
Will bo some two hundred and fifty of 
those, two being forwarded each of 
tho sitting members, five to the cab- 
inet ministers, twelve to the Govern- 
ment House party and the remainder 
to different local and outside officials. 
All the galleries will he thrown open 
to the general public. It being under- 
stood, however, that the gallery gen- 
erally reserved for""the ladles shall bo 
utilized bj them alone, or with escorts. 

The procedure on the opening day 
is as follows: Ills Honor enters tho 
house before the election of the 
Speaker, but the formal opening does 
not take place until this duty Is per- 
formed by the members. Tho provin- 
cial secrotary announces that Ills 
Honor will not outline the reasons for 
calling the house together until a 
Speaker has been selected. There- 
upon the lieutenant-governor retires 
ami the house makes choice of a 
Speaker, Thai done, the lieutenant- 
governor returns and formally opens 
the proceedings by reading the ad- 
dress. 




Great Street Demonstration in St. Petersburg 
at Opening of New Parliament— Repeti- 
tion of "Red Sunday" Was 
Avoided 



St. Petersburg, March 5. — The open- 
ing today of the doumu, or lower 
house of tlie Russian parliament, 
although in itself devoid of Interest 
was made toe occasion of a great 
revolutionary demonstration by Hie St. 
Petersburg proletariat am! the stu- 
dents of tin., city, which resulted in 
several encounters between tlie police 
ami the populace and more or less 
serious injuries to several of tho lat- 
ter. Tlie situation was such that tin; 
authorities were finally forced to fill 
the streets with military patrols, as 
la the duys of the Trepoff regime. 

After the adjournment of the ses- 
sions of the house a crowd of about 
forty thousand, witli red banners (ly- 
ing and accompanied by tin; music uf 
revolutionary chants, started, like the 
followers of Father Gapon on January 
22, 1905, toward the central quarter ol 
the city, where the Winter paluco is 
located. Few elements of tlie preiudo 
of Bed Sunday were lacking, and the 
command "Fire" would have helped to 
precipitate a similar massacre, but the 
prefect of St. Petersburg followed an- 
other course, and dispersed the pro- 
cession by charges of mounted gen- 
darmes armed with whips, and by an 
imposing display of force he prevented 
the demonstrators from reforming. 
During tlie day the police guarding tho 
palace showed groat forbearance, giv- 
ing the spectators a free rein In sing- 
ing and cheering, and only interfering 
to prevent the people from forcing 
their way into the palace. 

Charged the Crowd 

When the deputies emerged after 
the adjournment of the house, a de- 
monstration was made in honor of tho 
social revolutionary members, after 
which the vast concourse began to 
move slowly down the broad Fourch- 
stadtskaia avenue, singing. In tho 
meanwhile the authorities had hastily 
concentrated a strong force of gen- 
darmes, which charged the head of 
the procession when It reached tho 
Litony Prospect, one of the main busi- 
ness n venues of the city. The gen- 
darmes plied their whips vigorously 
and In one case used the flats of their 
sabres. The crowd attempted to re- 
assemble In front of the detention 
prison, where hundreds of political 
prisoners are confined, ami again In 
front of the general court building, 
where the political trials are held, but 
in each instance it was dispersed. 

Among those beaten by the pollco 
was M. Kusjwln-Karavioff, member of 
parliament from Tver province. 

The gendarmes by this time had 
been reinforced by detachments of tho 
crack guards, who galloped hither and 
thither clearing the roadway. Finally 
a large force of Cossacks armed witli 



lances arrived In sight. The spiteful, 
red-pennoned weapons, which before 
hud never been brought out In street 
demonstrations, look all the heart of 
the crowd. 

Another monster demonstration Rvaa 
held at the university to celebrate llni 
vlctorj of revolutionary democracy. 
The quay along the Neva and tho 
streets iii the neighborhood of the 
university were packed, but there was 
no Interference by troops or police, 
who arrived on the scene in strong 
force only after the demonstration had 
come to un end. 

It was learned tonight that Premier 
Stolypin, in order to diminish his 
chances of possible assassination, 
would spend the night In the Taurldo 
palace, and it is understood that ho 
iias taken a suite of rooms in tlie 
palace, which he will occupy as long 
as parliament Is in suasion. 

Houso Proceedings 

The opening session of the second 
Russian parliament was held in tho 
Tauride palace. M. Ooluboff, vice- 
president of the council, entered the 
hall after the service. The former Im- 
mediately called the lower house to 
order, and Invited the members to 
sign the oath of allegiance to Emperor 
Nicholas. The Conservatives cheered 
the mention of the name of the Em- 
peror, but the opposition remained 
silent, Tho Social Democrats did not 
enter the hall until M. Goluboff had 
finished speaking, when they came in 
a body demonstratively. 

After signing the oath tho balloting 
for president of tho lower house com- 
menced. There was no serious dis- 
order, but the crowds outside the pal- 
ace were unruly and several times had 
to lie driven hack by Infantry and 
mounted gendarme's. 

Feodora Mulvln, president of tho 
Moscow Zcmstvo and Constitutional 
Democratic member of parliament 
from Moscow province, wns elected 
president of the houso. 

The session passed off without any 
Sensational incidents, though several 
minor attempts nt demonstration were 
made by extremists of both the right 
and left. 

Long before the hour of opening of 
parliament the palace was surrounded 
by a multitude of people, principally 
students find workmen, who blocked 
the .approaches to the building and 
wa re kept in order only by heavy 
forces of mounted and foot police and 
detachments of Infantry. The radical 
spirit of tlie crowd was shown by tho 
tumultuous acclamations with which 
tlie arriving deputies were greeted. 
Most of the latter were forced to walk 
to the palace through cheering lines of 
humanity. •

"I have such a high respect for tho 
courts," recited Mr. Jerome, "that I 
will not submit authorities upon a. 
question of law which is so elemental 
In character, upon which tho authori- 
ties are so abundant that 1 must pre- 
sume the learned court knows of 
them." 

With flushed face a nil a sharp rap 
of his gavel, Justice Fitzgerald said: 
"If the district attorney does not sub- 
mit Hie authorities, the court will 
assume that he does not know of any." 

Mr. Jerome did not submit tho au-- 
thorlties, and Justice Fitzgerald ruled 
in favor of the defense on the point 
at issue, which, briefly stated, was the 
question as to whether the state, on 
eros.'i-exnmlnatlon, should bo allowed 
to go further with an expert than 
counsel for the defense was allowed 
to go upon direct examination, 

District Attorney Jerome, .was as 
defiant In his torn; aw he was In the 
words he uttered. Justice Fitzgerald 
rfcppeu several times with hi" gavel, 
twisted about Impatiently In his chair, 
and it wuh plainly with much effort 
that he retained his Judicial compo- 
sure.

The government is only too 
anxious to give agriculture and horll 
culture every assistance possible, and 
is prepared "to carry out your wishes 
as far as It can see Its way clear." 
(Loud applause.) 

Tills concluded the morning session 
the committee on resolutions at once 
tafflng up Its work and continuing it 
during the greater part of the recess. 
Afternoon Session 
At the opening of the afternoon 
session Mayor Morley, on behalf of 
the city, extended welcome to the con- 
vention. He said, also, that on effort 
would bo made to have the agricul- 
tural exhibition better than ever be- 
fore. In concluding, he advised all 
the "grey beards" present to purchase 
homes In Victoria. 

The first business taken up was the 
annual report of the superintendent, J. 
R. Anderson. It dealt with many 
matters of interest to the institute. 
Among them was one matter for con- 
gratulation, the Increased attendance 
ai the different meetingB and the high 
quality of the addresses delivered. In 
this lie Instanced the enthusiasm 
created by Miss Rose, whose services 
he had been able to secure last year. 

This Interest, he said, was also 
shown by the requests for meetings at 
places where a few years ago there 
was only mining considered. These 
localities were gradually being ren- 
dered accessible and it was gratifying 
to know that orchards and fruit gar- 
dens were springing up. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

On motion of W. .1. Brandrith, this 
report was referred to the committee 
on resolutions for report. • 

A resolution from Bella Coola ask- 
ing for a speaker there next season 
was, on motion, referred to the super- 
intendent. 

Speaking to His motion expressing 
the appreciation of the Institute at the 
action of the government in sending 
an exhibit of fruit to England, V. D. 
Currey, of Kamloops, said it was a 
matter upon which the authorities de- 
served congratulation. He believed, 
he said, such displays would be of 
great benefit to the industry and re- 
sult In Its enlargement. The exhibit 
was a splendid advertisement of the 
possibilities of the province. (Ap- 
plause.) The resolution carried 
unanimously. 

The next matter taken up was the 
question of the returns required by 
the Central institute from the secre- 
taries of local institutes. A resolution 
asking that they be abolished was 
proposed. There was some opposi- 
tion to this, J. T. Collins pointing out 
that the returns were most valuable 
and would be more so when the re- 
ports of the department of agriculture 
were re-issued. Arthur Venables, 
secretary of the Oknniigan institute, 
advocated the abolition of the returns, 
stating that he had met with very lit- 
tle success, although much, trouble had 
been gone to In an endeavor to secure 
them. 

The superintendent said it was most 
dltlicult to secure satisfactory returns. 

N. T. Baker said that the Agassi/ 
institute had obtained returns for tho 
past couple of years with great ac- 
curacy, and, though the work was 
troublesome, they had been secured. 

The resolution carried and recom- 
mendation will bo made that the re- 
turns be abolished. 

Gun License 
Arthur H. Peatt, in support of the 
desire of the gun clubs, moved that a 
license of be imposed for every gun 
carried by n person not a bona lide 
farmer or his son over sixteen years 
of age. \V. J. Brandrith seconded the 
motion, and said he did nol believe 
irresponsible men and boys should be 
allowed to carry lire linns. At the 
suggestion of Mr. Venables l he amount 
of the tax was changed from to $2. 

Speaking against the proposed tax. 
Joseph Randle. of Xanalmo, said the 
country wanted good marksmen, and 
If some people wore taxed, all should 
be. The fanners should pay such a 
lax as well as others. He did not 
think In a young country, with many 
of Its districts unknown, such a tax 
should be Imposed. 

J. T. Collins pleaded for the poor 
farmers who could not afford to pay 
the tax and emphasized the fact that 
farmers raised game for members of 
the gun clubs to shoot. He did not 
believe In a tux on guns, though ouo 
might be advisable on game when the 
country grew older. The Institute 
should be very cautious before com- 
mitting itself on the subject 

Delegate Spencer, of Albernl, 
thought a tax, If Imposed, should be 
confined to heavy guns and rifles. 
P, H. Wilson, of Chilllwack, said a 
x should be imposed on everyone 
io hunted game. In some localities 
protection was necessary, and tin- 
proceeds of this tax would create a 
fund to provide game wardens. 

Mr. Davie complained that living, as 
he did, between two cities It took him 
sometimes o couple of days to shoot 
one pheasant. He was against the 
proposal to tax the farmers. 

Tlie chairman then put the resolu- 
tion. It resulted: For. 13; against, 6. 
Ho declared the motion carried, amid 
applause. 

Several delegates, at this point, 
argued the matter between themselves 
until called to order. 

Arthur Venables, of Okanagan, 
moved a resolution thai a close season 
be put on prairie chickens for at least 
two years, and also that certain areas 
be set aside as game preserves. He 
said the game were goring scarce in 
his portion of the province and such 
protection was necessary. P. H, Wil- 
son, the seconder, said he hoped the 
government, would see its way clear 
to carry out the request for the crea- 
tion of game preserves. ( 

Joseph Randle thought the game 
preserves were only an excuse for 
locking up some more of the land, and 
could not see his way clear to vote 
for the resolution. James /Evans said 
nature would provide all the preserves 
necessary. 

The mover explained thai large 
areas were not necessary for such 
preserves. He Instanced a case where 
an SO-acre orchard provided a haven 
of refuge. On the motion being put 
It was declared lost. 

Cheap Powder 

It was nsked by the next resolution 
that the rural municipalities be sold 
stumping powder as cheaply as il was 
to farmers. This was proposed by A. 
B. Gale, of Victoria, lie said that the 
farmers greatly appreciated t lie cheap 
powder the government had obtained 
for them and thought that this was 



only a little step farther. James 
Evans, of Salmon Arm, said that his 
municipality had already got Its pow- 
der In the manner suggested, by ob- 
taining it through the Farmers' insti- 
tute. 

Henry Harris, of Langley, thought 
the resolution was a good one. The 
arrangement at present did not cost 
the government any money. It merely 
guaranteed payment, and there should 
be no objection to the proposed exten- 
sion of sale of cheap pttwder. 

J. T. Collins asked if it was a fact 
that only members of the institute 
were supposed to get cheap powder, 
Ho had made no distinction in the 
Islands, 

Superintendent Anderson said there 
were no restrictions on who should 
have the powder so long as he was 
a bona lide farmer. 

The motion carried nom con. 

Another ressolutlon, proposed by A. 
HI. Gale, of •Victoria, asked that tho 
government provide a sprayer for 
demonstrations in destroying mustard. 
The mover said on the other side this 
spraying was In great favor. It was 
the only hope for the farmers In cer- 
tain districts. Power sprayers were 
said to use a solution that destroyed 
mustard without injuring grain, and 
he believed the government should 
make the experiments. 

A. H. Peatt, of Metchosin, who sec- 
onded the motion, said that mustard 
had destroyed many acres of grain 
and vegetables. 

J. N. Evans said this matter was 
not an experiment, it was known to 
be effective. Spraying had been proved 
a long time ago, and It was unneces- 
sary for the government to waste 
money on such experiments. 

Superintendent Anderson suggested 
that the removal of mustard was 
rather a duty for the municipalities 
than the government. 

A - . D, Curry, of Kamloops, said such 
a proposal was like the happenings in 
San Francisco. Lots of people there 
would not help themselves while 
someone was willing to help them. He 
certamiy tnougnt the government 
should not pull the weeds out of the 
llelds for the farmers. (Laughter.) 

Tho motion was lost by a decisive 
majority. 

Irrigation 

A'. D. Curry, seconded by D. Dod- 
dlng, moved the following resolution: 

"Resolved that It Is of the utmost 
Importance to the farming and fruit

A request from -Bella Coola asked 
that a sleigh road be built from that 
plnco to the interior to open up valu- 
able agricultural land and create a 
local market for the place mentioned. 

A. Hammer, the delegate from Bella 
Coola, in support of tho resolution 
said that it was very difficult to get 
Into the district as all Implements had 
to bo packed in. Personally, he had 
boon forced to discourage those who 
wished to enter the country, by rea- 
son of tho want of trails and roads. 
If tho accession of population conse- 
quent on the proposed road was se- 
cured a local market would be secured 
for Bella Coola. The valley could bo 
settled, he said, all tho way into- the 
interior. At present there were set- 
tlers 75 miles in. Further progress 
was debarred by the big slide, and 
the road to escape it should be built 
at once. He therefore asked the In- 
stitute to support the project. All that 
was asked for during the coming 
spring was about 33,000. This would 
enable communication to bo had with 
Ootsa and Francis lake. Cattle had 
wintered in there, although the past 
winter had been a particularly severe 
one, and they were now rolling fat. 

James Evans suggested that a rail- 
road be asked for at once. (Laughter.) 
Henry Harris said a Wagon road, at 
least, ought to be asked for as It 
would be only three or four feet wide. 

It was proposed, in amendment, that 
a wagon road be asked for. Mr. 
Hammer said all asked for was a 
slelgb road, as It could be built next 
summer. The motion was altered to 
read "road" instead of "sleigh road" 
and passed without dlssont. 

On motion of D. Doddlng, of Nicola, 
the following resolution was carried 
unanimo usly : 

"That where during construction of 
a railroad a wngon road Is diverted, 
the railway company be compelled to 
put in a road which Is reasonably safe 
for the traveling public, and further 
that such road shall be divided from 
the railway by a substantial fence 
whenever the track and road run side 
by side." 

R. D. MacKenzle, of Surrey, In sup- 
port of his resolution asking that 
bettor cattle guards be provided by 
railway companies, said that if cattle 
were killed It was a long time before 
recompense could be obtained.

"I am going to tell the people of 
Washington, Oregon and California of 
a Greater Victoria, of Victoria as sho 
will bo three or four years hence," 
remarked H. Cuthbert, secretary of tho 
Development and Tourist association, 
last night. 

Mr. Cuthbert left this morning on 
his initial trip, intending to tour all 
the irhportant centres of the Pacific 
coast, distributing literature, deliver- 
ing addresses, and In other ways In- 
forming the outside world of tho 
charms of tho Capital city of British 
Columbia both during the summer and 
winter months. 

The fact Unit real estate was mov- 
ing, .that, .considerable property was 
being sub-divided for the purpose . of 
establishing new residential districts, 
were evidence that more people would 
have to be secured, in order that the 
increase in population might be in 
proportion to the advance in other 
directions. Buying and selling land 
wus not going to make a city. For 
that reason Mr. Cuthbert thought it 
important that all citizens should 
■work together for the common end. 
That was what the members of the 
Victoria Development and Tourist as- 
sociation wanted, and he believed that 
their desire would be gratified because 
the people were beginning to realize, 
to an extent at least, the importance 
of continuing the efforts, with re- 
newed energy, along the lines laid 
down by that organization. 

At a recent meeting of the clvl< 
affairs committee one gentleman had 
stated that he was going to build fifty 
houses immediately. He had been 
informed by several contractors thai 
it was their intention to erect approx- 
imately fifteen each. The architects 
were just as busy, In fact residence's 
were going up in all tho outlying sec- 
tions and there were so many orders 
in the hands of those In the building 
business that it looked as If there 
would be continued animation in that 
direction for more than twelve 
months. What did all this portend V 
That was a very important question, 
Mr. Cuthbert thought, and one that 
presented Itself to the minds of those 
who considered the situation intelli- 
gently and seriously. Unless Victoria 
progressed there was bound to be a 
slump. What then was the duty of 
the Tourist association and all who 
had thb Interests which it was striv- 
ing to safeguard and advance at 
heart? In his mind it was "up to" 
everybody to put their shoulders to 
the wheel and through their united 
endeavors Induce a sutlleleut number 
of newcomers to select Victoria as a 
home that the new houses might be 
filled and the old ones kept rented. 

"Despite tho fact that Victoria's cli- 
mate and Its superiority to anything 
on tho continent have been drummed 
Into the ears of local residents for the 
past few' years, I don't believe wu yet 
fully appreciate our advantages In 
that regard," continued Mf. Cuthbert. 
Ho asserted' that only a few days ago 
he met an erstwhile resident of New 
Vork walking along Dallas road, en- 
Joying the sunshine. The latter, en- 
gaging In conversation, had said that 
only thirty-six hours ago he had been 
seated in a railway depot trying to 
keep warm with the thermometer 
'registering below zero. -This, he 
stated, was at a point upon the Pacific 
slope. "It is of such things that I Will 
Inform our cousins to the south,' 
affirmed Mr. Cuthbert, "and I'm sure 
that the proofs which I will be able 
to advance to statements which, to 
them, might appear somewhat ex- 
travagant will induce many to visit 
our eil> during the forthcoming sum- 
mer and ultimately result In large 
numbers or people taking up home- 
steads in our midst." 

It had been said. Mr. Cuthbert 
went on, that Victoria would not be 
any better off with more industries. 
This, he thought, was the height of 
folly. The various committees of the 
Tourist and Development association 
were one In the belief that the more 
factories that could be encouraged to 
make this city their headquarters tho 
better It would be for the place. Al- 
though an effort was being made to 
make the city a tourist resort of in- 
ternational renown, one frequented by 
a large ' proportion of the transient 
population of America both during the 
summer and winter season, yet it was 
not forgotten that in order that Vic- 
toria might take the piuee to which 
she was entitled in the development 
of the Pacific Northwest It was neces- 
sary that her commercial Interests 
should not be neglected. So while no 
stone would be left unturned to 
persuade people to eotne here for 
pleasure, or to escape tho extremes of 
heat and cold oxporinced in the east- 
ern States and Canada, the upbuilding 
of trade with neighboring points would 
not be overlooked. Thus the mem- 
tiers of the association besought tho 
co-operation and support of the citi- 
zens, not only that outsiders might | 
come to look upon Victoria as a de- 
sirable residential seat but that they, 
also should be brought t.. recognize 
tho city as a commercial centro of 
some Importance. 

Another line which was being taken 
vi,! energetically was that of bringing 
settlers into the surrounding districts, 
so that the agricultural r sources of 
the southern end of Vancouver Island 
might bo exploited to their fullest ex- 
tent. In this work the residents of 
the outlying sections had expressed 
their willingness to help. In Meteho- 
•Sin and In Colwood clubs had been 
formed recently for the purpose of 
co-operating with the Victoria Tourist 
and Development, association In I lie 
endeavor to widely disseminate In- 
formation in respect to the agricultur- 
al possibilities of the districts in the 
Immediate neighborhood of Victoria In 
order that they might become settled, 
thus promoting the welfare of the 
different farming communities of the 
vicinity and also stimulating commer- 
cial arid industrial activity in Victoria, 
While away Mr. Cuthbert said it 
would bo his endeavor to issue as 
much information along this line as 
possible. He would tell the agricul- 
turists of the south something of the 
farming possibilities of this section, 
in that way encouraging, as much as 
possible, Immigration from the United 
States to Hi 1h part of British Colum- 
bia. 

"If we can get 100,000 people here 
by tho year 1010 we're going to do 
it," remarked Mr. Cuthbert em- 
phatically. "And," he continued, "I 
think it is quite within the bounds of 
possibility when it In considered what 
a Jump wo are making now. Why, if 
you had tried to toll our citizens, some 
three or four years ago that Victoria 
would have advanced as much as she 
has they would have not only been 
sceptical but laughed your words to 



scorn. Let the people of Victoria dis 
play the proper spirit, going Into tho 
matter with optimistic enthusiasm 
and, if we don't reach the mark I've 
mentioned in that time, then wo'H 
conio pretty close to It." 

j Mr. Cuthbert went on to say that 
several of the committees of tho 
Tourist and Development association 
had enlisted, the support and co-oper- 
ation of newcomers. This was what 
was wanted. In fact suggestions and 
active help were Invited from tho gen- 
eral public. Anything practical hav- 
ing for its object the advancement of 
the interests of Victoria would bo 
given careful consideration. The 
programme of the association for the 
year was one of the most extensive 
that had yet been attempted. More 
and bettor literature was being issued 
and the scope of tho campaign gen- 
erally Increased. This fact, together 
with the higher standing of Victoria's 
reputation as a tourist resort resulting 
from tins- establishment here by the C. 
P. R. of ono of the finest hotels on 
tho coast, could bo depended upon to 
bring larger numbers of people to the 
oity for the purpose of spending brief 
holidays, or making short pleasure so- 
journs, than had over been the case 
before. He had no doubt that all the 
hotels, all the boarding houses and, lit 
fact, all tho available accommodation 
would not only be continually occupied 
but would be in constant demand. 
There was not the slightest doubt that 
the city was on the eve of a. remark- 
able movement in the right direction. 
It only remained for the citizens to 
display the necessary energy and thq 
proper spirit of progress! veness at the 
right moment to ensure this year ush- 
ering Victoria Into a new and brighter 
stage of her history. 



JL 0. 0, W. GRAND LODGE 
10 MEET NEXT WEEK 



Workmen to Revise Constitution 
at Sessions to Commence 
on Wednesday Next 



The Grand Lodge of the A. O. U. W. 
will be convened at. room 3, A. O. U. 
W. hall, on Wednesday next, at 10 
a.m. J. T. Mcllmoyl, grand recorder, 
says: The coming session should be 
one of more than usual Interest, inns- 
much as the committee on laws have 
under consideration the revision of 
tho constitution made necessary by tin; 
legislation of the supreme lodge at its 
last session, and tho fact that the pre- 
sent constitution has been amended 
sevoral times and to tin; ordinary 
member is misleading In its present 
condition. I am not authorized to 
state what changes are proposed, but 
understand that provision will be 
made for Issuing $500 certificates. 

The question of extension of the 
order is a very important one, and I 
presume some provision will bo pro- 
posed for that purpose. 

This jurisdiction Is now practically 
upon Its own resources financially, 
and willi' that responsibility comes 
privileges in legislation that we did 
not formerly enjoy, such as fixing 
rates, retaining and investing our 
cash reserve. The. question of re- 
taining or abolishing the A. O. U. W. 
Record will also come before the 
Urand Lodge, and doubtless many 
other questions that at present it is 
impossible to foresee. 

From a financial standpoint the 
Jurisdiction stands in a better posi- 
tion than at any previous timo In its 
history, its position being second to 
no other jurisdiction in the order, and 
by careful and well considered legis- 
lation we might naturally look for a 
reasonable growth In the near future.

Between fifty and sixty Victorians 
will start today on a systematic can- 
vas of the business and residential 
sections of the city for the purpose of 
collecting subscriptions for the aug- 
mentation of the fund being raised for 
the establishment and maintenance in 
British Columbia of a tuberculosis 
sanatorium. For some weeks past the 
local branch of tho Anti-Tuberculosis 
association lias been busy making 
preparation to give Victorians an op- 
portunity to contribute, according to 
their means, to the cause mentioned. 
As the urgency of something being- 
done in order to chuck the prevalence | 
of the White Plague in the Canadian 
West is conceded and as the inaug- 
uration of the Institution referred to, 
it !s generally acknowledged, will be 
beneficial to the general public, it Is 
hoped that the response will be cor- 
respondingly liberal. Circulars have 
been forwarded to practically all the 
residences of Victoria by the commit- 
tee in charge and it is the desire that 
those willing to assist will place their 
donations in tin; envelopes provided 
thus facilitating the work to a very 
material extent. 

Dr. Pagan, provincial health officer, 
who originated tho movement for the 
establishment of a tuberculosis sana- 
torium, is confident that there will be 
sufficient money available in the 
course of a few months to permit the 
commencement of the work this spring 
The site of the proposed building, it 
Is understood, has been selected. Al- 
though the exact location has not yet 
been divulged it is believed to be 
somewhere upon the banks of Kam- 
loops lake. From what can be 
learned it is one of the most beauti- 
ful In that vicinity being eminently 
suitable both In regard to climate — 
tho most Important point to be con- 
sidered — and scenery. Only recently 
the Dominion government granted the 
Anti-Tuberculosis society of British 
Columbia about four hundred acres of 
property situated on Fish lake to be 
used as a sanatorium site. Owing to 
Its extreme altitude the principal 
building will not be erected there. It 
is the intention, however, to place 
there what might be termed an aux- 
iliary- institution. It will be utilized 
for the stronger patients— those who 
may present themselves for treatment 
in the earlier stages of the disease or, 
on the other hand, for those who have 
been subjected to treatment success- 
fully and are in a convalescent state. 

If Victorians and the residents of 
other points contribute to the fund Jn 
a measure commensurate with Its 
worthiness there Is no doubt, Dr. Pa- 
gan asserts, that the work will be 
started in the course of a month or 
so. Under such circumstances he 
looks forward to being able to accept 
patients by the fall of the year. Ho 
also is planning an excursion from 
Victoria and other coast cities to the 
sanatorium immediately after its com- 
pletion in order that It may be for- 
mally opened In an appropriate man- 
ner.

Just now the Wa.shlngton corres- 
pondents are giving a great deal of 
attention to Ambassador Bryce, and to 
speculations in regard to his mission 
to the United States. For the time 
being the fact that the British gov- 
ernment must necessarily have a rep- 
resentative at the capital of the United 
States is forgotten, and the Idea Is 
widespread that the appointment of th 
distinguished author of "The American 
Commonwealth" has some special slg 
niflcance. The pronenoss of Washing 
ton correspondents to put two and two 
together and get live as an answer 
must be taken into account; at the 
same time it is not at all unlikely that 
the British government, in selecting 
for tho position of Ambassador to 
Washington a gentleman so highly es- 
teemed in tho United States as Mr. 
Bryce Is, may have had some motive 
beyond the wish to be creditably repre- 
sented at the capital of the Republic. 
It is said that the whole diplomatic 
corps believes that Mr. Bryce is 
charged with a special duty, and some 
of the correspondents go so far as to 
say that it is to negotiate an Anglo- 
American alliance. On the face of 
things this seem somewhat unlikely, 
tho policy of the United States gov- 
ernment being to "avoid entangling 
alliances," but just as the tradition 
against a third presidential term, 
which had its origin in the decision 
of George Washington, seems about to 
be disregarded, so also the advice of 
that statesman in regard to foreign 
alliances may bo set aside. 
■ However, this all may be, there are 
many signs of the inauguration of a 
new relation between the British Em- 
pire and the United States. Just what 
shape It will assume is at present be- 
yond any one's knowledge. Some 
years ago, that is shortly after the 
consummation of Confederation, it 
was pointed out by more than one 
Canadian writer that the establish 
ment of a great British Dominion . In 
tho northern half of the Continent 
might in tho fullness of time lead to 
a consolidation of all English-speak- 
ing peoples into a great confederation. 
No one pretended to forosee how this 
could be brought about; no one ven- 
tured to suggest what the nature of 
the possible union might bo; no one 
was able to think of any common 
ground upon which such a compact 
could be based. But time Is the great 



Mr. Roosevelt took the mattor up with 
vigor and determination, and tho re- 
sult Is satisfactory to every one. Thero 
are other subjects, besides thoso in 
volved in tho relations of the states 
to the federal government, which must 
bo adjusted and can only bo adjusted 
by tho people of tho United States 
themselves. In tho British Empire we 
have such problems as Homo Rule for 
Ireland, tho representation of the col- 
onies in tho councils of tho Empire, 
and so on, which we must settle for 
ourselves. Theso things would make 
any close connection between the two 
nations at present undesirable, even if 
it were possible. But there la nothing 
to prevent a compact for the mainten- 
ance of peace, and we are glad to feel 
able to hopo that this may not be far 
away.

PROGRESS OF TRANSPORTATION 

The above caption Is that placed by 
an Eastorn paper over its summary 
of a debate upon tho report of the 
Royal Transportation Commission. It 
was started by a motion proposed by 
Mr. Bonnet, and on Its being renewed, 
Mr. Turgeon, of Gloucester, N. B., took 
occasion to urge that the claims of 
Shippegan as an ocean port ought to 
be considered. This Is tho revival of 
an old project, with which tho namo 
of Sir Sandford Fleming was connect 
ed some years ago. Shippegan is a 
port in tho extreme northwest of New 
Brunswick. It Is a line harbor and has 
many things to recommend It as one 
of the great depots of Canadian trans- 
Atlantic commerce. Tho Intercolonial 
Railway is connected witli a point near 
Shippegan by the Caraquet railway, 
which was built under both federal 
and provincial subsidies. The Cana- 
dian Pacific railway has a branch, 
known as tho Tobique Brach, which 
extends from its line up the St. John 
Valley in the direction of Caraquet, 
and it could readly be extended to the 
junction of the Caraquet Branch with 
tho Intercolonial. What is known as 
tho International Railway and is be- 
ing constructed to cross New Bruns- 
wick near Its northern boundary, will 
unite the Canadian Pacific and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific with the Inter-

RECORD AT DAM 

Figures Showing the Amount of Water 
h Pacing Down Stroam , . , 

Wator - Commissioner Rnymur has 
received records from the experiment- 
al dam at Millstrearrt, showing the 
amount which passed down the stream 
during the closing week of February. 
Forty ■ six million, six hundred and 
forty-eight thousand, and eight hun- 
'dred gallons passed over tho dam in 
the course of tho week, bringing the 
.total for February up to live hundred 
and live million, ulno hundred and 
twenty-seven thousand, nine hundred 
and forty gallons. 

Although. February had a compara- 
tively large number of line days, tho 
total Is large, being second only to 
that of November, during which over 
eight hundred million gallons passed 
over tho dam. 

In full the details of tho totals of | unlversitie 
the various months since the i 
was first Installed on the dam, u 
follows: 



"We should be preparing to become 
the predominant part of the Empire,.

This striking passage is from a 
speech delivered last night by Prof- 
ossor Stephen Leacock, professor In 
economics at McGill .University, says 
tho Montreal Star in Its issue of Tues- 
day, February 116th. The speoch was 
made at the fifth annual dinner of tho 
Insurance Institute of Montreal. This 
function was given in the Windsor 
Hotel and proved to be the most keen- 
ly interesting of the various annual 
gatherings of that organization. 

Professor Leacock became most en- 
thusiastic on the subject of a Greator 
Canada and his remarks wero warmly 
applauded. Ho explained that ho had 
had no Intention of speaking upon such 
a subject, but that he had felt Impell- 
ed to say something after listening to 
the words of Senator Ross and Mr. 
Marechal. The professor grew quite 
eloquent during his speech. He is an 
easy and fluent speaker and when ho 
rose to the height of his address ho 
was listened to with rapt uttontion, tho 
silence being broken occasionally to 
cheer some striking sentiment that ap- 
pealed to the members. 

The Insurance Institute is formed of 
members of the profession In Montreal 
and tho enthusiasm with which tho 
words 'of the speaker wero received 
showed that his spirit had found echo 
In their breasts. 

There wero other excellent speakers 
at the dinner. Senator Ross was in 
good form and spoke entertainingly 
upon the subject of the Dominion of 
Canada, Mr. L. T. Marechal, K.C., ans- 
wered tho toast of the Province of 
Quebec, and Mr. J B Laidlaw, of Tor- 
onto, responded to that of Insurance. 
Prof. Leacock was heard last, answer- 
ing to the toast of the Guests. 

The professor prefaced his remarks 
in rather commonplace style and "spent 
five minutes In the usual conversa- 
tional platitudes of the late after din- 
ner speaker. He began In humorous 
vein by suggesting to the gentlemen 
present the great opportunity they 
overlooked by not depleting In histori- 
cal events of the past what the prob- 
able effects would have been had in- 
surance existed in those ancient days. 
For instance, he asked his listeners, to 
Imagine Nero fiddling away at the 
I burning of Rome, happy ita the thought 
I that his premiums had been fully paid 
jup and that a profitable remuneration 
I would accrue after the conflagration, 
i He asked them, too, that they should 
consider how utterly commonplace 
would have been the journey of Col- 
umbus had that great discoverer been 
protected by personal Insurance and 
his caravels covered by marine poli- 
cies. 

University and Business. 

From this Prof. Leacock turned to 
more serious matters, speaking of the 
relationship between the academic life 
and that of business pursuits. He said 
that there was now a new epoch, that 
things had. materially changed, that 
there no longer existed a feeling on 
the part of business men that tha 
great universities were of little use In 
the main business of life. 

"There Is a growing feeling" said 
Prof. Leacock, "that the universities 
and tho business centres should bo 
! united. The purpose of present-day

Model Quarters for Housekeep- 
ing Will Soon be Ready 
for Tenants 



QW1NG to the ; Opening 
of the Legislative As- 
sembly 'taking place on 
Thursday, March 7, Mrs. 
Dunsmuir will not be "At 
Homo" at Government 
Housa. 



Work will be commenced in the very 
near future on tho remodelling of tho 
two upper storeys of the old Carlton 
hotel, and tho conversion of the rooms 
into suites of apartments. Once start- 
ed work will be pushed ahead \vlth all 
possible speed, and within a few 
weeks from the present, Victorians, 
will, for the first time in the history 
of the City, have the opportunity of 
Indulging in tlie truly metropolitan 
luxury of living In "Hats." 

The- plans 'for the modelling of tlie 
block, , which are in tiic hands of VV. 
Riugeway Wilson, are now complete, 
and tenders were called , on yesterday. 
It is the desire of the owner of the 
building to have the work got through 
with as soon an possible, so only a 
comparatively short time will be til- 
lowed for the receiving of tenders, and 
once the contract has been let, the 
successful tenderer will be required to 
start operations at once. 

When completed there will be in the 
two' storeys eighteen separate suites 
of different sizes. Ten of those suites 
are for those wlio wish to do their own 
housekeeping, and are provided with a, 
miniature kitchen — "kitchenette" as It 
Is called. They comprise, in addition 
to the kitchen, one living room, and 
one or more bedrooms, with a bath 
room attached. Besides Die suites for 
the housekeepers then- are eight bach- 
elor apartments. These comprise eith- 
er oui' or two rooms, with bath room 
attached. 

All the apartments are heated by 
stearn and in Die bathrooms both hot 
and cold water are laid on. Through- 
out the most modern conveniences are 
provided. 

.Mr. Wilson states that tlie keenest 
demand exists for tlie suits, and that 
although they have not yet been of- 
fered for rent, he is dally receiving 
applications. Tlie bachelor apart- 
ments lie states are already all spoken 
for, while many Inquiries have been 
received concerning the larger suites. 
It is anticipated that there will be no 
difficulty in disposing of them all, just 
as soon as they are offered for rent. 
Tlie cost of the suites will lie $30 and 
$35 for tlie larger ones and $30 and 
J25 fur the bachelor apartments per 
month. 

Tlie owner of tlie block has stated 
that should the demand tor Hats prove 
good, lie will have large additions 
made to the block, and tlie whole of 
tho old Carlton hotel, turned into one 
first class apartment house. The re- 
quest for apartments having proved so 
strong, It Is almost certain that there 
proposed improvements will lie carried 
out, and indeed work is already under 
way on tentative, plans. 

It is proposed to add two more 
storeys of apartments to the present 
building, and also to continue it out 
behind on to the vacant lot which at 
present forms part of the .same prop- 
erty. In tlie event of this being done, 
a restaurant will, in all probability, be 
installed in the building, and Victoria 
will possess an apartment house which 
will he able to vie with Suffolk court 
or tho Alexandra Chambers of Toronto 
and other institutions of a like nature 
whose fame has spread throughout 
Canada. 

Before drawing out tho plans for tho 
remodelling of the block. Mr. Wilson 
made a thorough and careful study of 
apartment houses and Hats in Seattle, 
New York and all the other large cit- 
ies of the country. Throughout, no 
pains have been spared to make them 
as up-to-date as is possible.

$3.50, and the wages of swampers have 
lieoii advanced from $2.76 to $3.50. En- 
gineers were formerly paid by tlie day 
and they average $50 per month and 
board, but now they draw $S0 per 
month and hoard, arid are paid by the 
month, so that they lose no pay If they 
are unable to work on account of ud-

SAYS MINISTER TEMPLEIBAN'S BILL 



Manufacturers Must Remit a Yearly 
Fee Which Will Entitle Them 
to a License 



Copies of Hon. Mr. Templeman's bill 
respecting proprietary medicines, 
which was distributed in the House at 
Ottawa the other day, have just been 
received. 

It provides that every manufacturer 
or importer of medicines, and every 
agent of any such manufacturer or 
importer, shall, before offering any 
medicine for sale, transmit to the min- 
ister two samples, carriage paid, in or- 
iginal or full trade packages, with 
seals unbroken,' of such medicine so 
manufactured, imported or held for 
sale by him, plainly labelled, with the 
name and address of the manufacturer 
and the name of the medicine, and ac- 
companied by an application for regis- 
tration, and an affidavit stating wheth- 
er the medicine does or does not con- 
tain alcohol, and, if so, the percentage 
thereof, or, if it contains any of the 
poisons set out In the .schedule there- 
to, specifying such poisons and the 
percentages thereof, and stating that 
such packages contain a fair average | 
sample of the medicine referred to; 
and the minister shall cause one of 
such samples to be analyzed and com- 
pared as to Ingredtents with the state- 
ment in the affidavit made, and the 
other sample shall be preserved by 
the minister for the purposes of regis- 
tration and comparison with any sam- 
ple of the same medicine which may 
be subsequently obtained by an officer 
from any person having it In his pos- 
session or offering it for sale. 

With every sample so transmitted 
the manufacturer, importer or agent, 
shall remit a fee of — dollars, and a 
like fee shall thereafter bo paid upon 
the 1st day of April in every year, fail- 
ing which the certificate or license 
.shall lapse. 

If, after analysis, the sample is 
found, In respect to character and per- 
centage of alcohol and poisons, to 
conform substantially to the statement 
made In the affidavit required by sub- 
section 1 of this section, and such per- 
centages of alcohol and poisons are 
not deemed to be excessive, the minis- 
ter may cause a certificate of license 
to be issued, specifying the number 
and date thereof, and the date of re- 
gistration of the medicine. 

Any officer shall, when required to 
do so bv any regulation made in that 
behalf by the minister, act as an in- 
spector of proprietary and patent med- 
icines, and shall procure and submit 
samples thereof for the purpose of 
comparison or analysis. 

Every sample so obtained by an of- 
ficer shall be transmitted to the min- 
ister for examination, analysis and 
comparison with the corresponding 
standard sample in the possession of 
the minister. 

All medicine shall be put up in 
packages or bottles, and every one of 
these, intended for sale or distribution 
In Canada, shall have the name and 
number under which it is registered, 
together with the manufacturer's 
name and address, pluced upon it, 
which information shall be in conspic- 
uous characters, forming an Insepar- 
able part of the general label. 

Revenue Stamp Also 

Each package or bottle shall, as soon 
as filled, have attached thereto an In- 
land revenue stamp for an amount of 
duty varying according to the retail 
price of the medicine and container, as 
follows: 

Twenty-five cents and under. 
Over 25 cents and not exceeding 50 



cents. 

Over 50 cents and not exceeding $1. 

Over $1. . , . 

Six months after the coming into 
force of this act such retail price must 
bo plainly marked on each such pack- 
age or bottle. 

Except as herein otherwise previa 
ed. the stamps upon medicines manu 
factured in Canada shall he attached 
to the packages or bottles before the 
medicines leave the premises of the 
manufacturer. The stamps upon mod 
jcines imported shall bo attached be 
fore they leave the custody of the pro 
per customH house officers. 

In case the result of an analysis 
shows that the medicine does noUw 
form to the statement supplied by the 
manufacturer, compounder, proprietor 
or Importer for sale In Canada, or Is, 
>ln the opinion of the minister, danger-, 
\V - 



ous to health or life in the doses pre- 
scribed, or Is for other reasons Im- 
proper or unlit for sale, the minister 
shall cause notice to bo given to the 
manufacturer, compounder, proprietor 
or Importer for sale in Canada of such 
medicine, or to his agent or represen- 
tative in Canada, or in any province 
of Canada, of the result of such an- 
alysis, and shall name a time and 
place at which the said manufacturer, 
compounder, proprietor or Importer, or 
such agent or representative, may he 
heard before the minister by counsel 
or in person. / 

After the Analysis 

After such hearing, the minister 
may, according to the .facts, declare 
that the medicine analyzed is in fact 
an alcoholic beverage, In which the 
medication Is Insufficient to bring the 
preparation properly within the de- 
scription of a legitimate medicine, or 
that It contains alcohol In excess of 
the amount needed as a solvent and 
preservative, or that it contains any 
of the poisons mentioned In the sched- 
ule to this act, in such a quantity as 
renders the use of such medicine, In 
the doses prescribed, dangerous to 
health or life, or that it contains co- 
caine or any of Its salts, or that it is, 
on other grounds, improper and unlit 
for sale; and the minister may there- 
upon order that the medicine In ques- 
tion shall not be sold unless the for- 
mula of Ingredients Is revised In ac- 
cordance with the directions of the 
minister, or unless the formula Is legi- 
bly prlnttd upon the label, or may 
prohibit the manufacture, compond- 
ing, Importation or sale, as the case 
may be, of the medicine In Canada. 

The governor-ln-conncil may ap- 
point officers or analysts for the pur- 
pose of currying out the provisions of 
the act, and they shall hold olllce dur- 
ing pleasure and shall perform such 
duties as are assigned to them under 
regulations of the governor-ln-council. 
The governor-in-councll may cause 
such remuneration to be paid to such 
officers and analysts as lie deems prop- 
er, and such remuneration, whether by 
fees or salary, or partly In one way 
and partly In the other, shall be paid 
to them out of any sum voted by par- 
liament for the purpose. 

Where the chief place of business or 
head ofllce of any person, firm or cor- 
poration within the meaning of this 
act is elsewhere than In Canada, such 
person, firm or corporation shall file 
with the minister the name of a per- 
son or corporation In, or having Its 
head ofllce In Canada, as the agent or 
representative of such person, firm or 
corporation for all the purposes of this 
act; and any notice to, or communica- 
tion, or dealing with such agent or 
representative by the minister, shall 
be effectual to all intents and pur- 
poses under this act. 

May Take Proceedings 

In default of such 1 filing, the minis- 
ter may take any proceedings or ac- 
tion under this act ex parte and with- 
out any notice to, or communication 
with, such person, firm or corporation, 

No medicine shall be sold or offered 
or exposed for sale unless a sample of 
it has been transmitted to the minis- 
ter, and all the provisions of this act 
with respect to it have been complied 
with. No medicine shall be sold, or 
offered or exposed for sale, unless It 
Is of the same composition as the 
standard sample bearing the same 
name and number sent In for registra- 
tion and preservation to the minister. 
No medicine shall bo . sold, or offered 
or exposed for sale, unless the package 
or bottle containing It has attached 
thereto the inland revenue stamp re- 
quired by this act. 

Except as herein otherwise provid- 
ed, all medicines In the possession of 
manufacturer, Importers or vendors 
when this act comes Into forco shall 
bo stumped with the Inland revenue 
stamp provided for the purpose, and 
every manufacturer, importer or ven- 
dor shall pay therefor the fees fixed 
by this act. 

Every person who Is not known as 
a wholesale manufacturer or Import- 
er in the usual acceptation of the 
term, but who makes or Imports pro- 
prietary or patent medicines for sale 
direct to consumers, or who sells them 
or disposes thereof to other vendors, 
shall so far as these preparations aro 
concerned, come under the provisions 
of this act. 

The minister may order any olllcei" 
to obtain samples of any medicine, 
and the manner of obtaining and 
treating such samples shall be as 
provided by departmental regulations. 

No Peddling Allowed 

No person,- Arm of corporation 
shall distribute or cause to be distrib- 
uted from door to door any sample 
of a proprietary or patent medicine. 

Every person who sells, or offers or 
exposes for sale, any medicine not 
bearing the inland revenue stamp re 
quired by this act, or who falls to ob 
sorve any provision of this act fo 
which a specific penalty has not been 
provided, shall for a first offence In 
cur In each case a penalty not exceed 
Ing fifty dollars and costs, and for 
every subsequent offence a penalty not 
exceeding one hundred dollars and 
costs, and his certificate or license may 
be cancelled. Provided that, In tho 
case of vendors by retail, the ahov 
penalty, as respects the stamping of 
medicines, shall not apply, to such 
goods found In their possession dur- 
ing tho thirty days Immediately fol- 



lowing the coming into force of this 
act. 

Every person who unlawfully uses, 
or forges, or alters, or uses, knowing it 
to be forged, or altered, any manu- 
facturer's label, or certificate required 
under this act, Is guilty of an offence, 
and liable to a penally not exceeding 
five hundred dollars and not less than 
one hundred dollars, and to Imprison- 
ment, with or without hard labor, for 
any term not exceeding twelve months 
and not less than three months. 

No manufacturer, Importer or ven- 
dor shall, in any advertisement or la 
any other manner, assert or indicate 
that the certificate or license Issued by 
the minister passes upon the merits 
of any medicine, and no reference to 
such certificate or license, other than 
by this act especially provided, shall 
be made in any advertisement, upon 
any label on the package or bottle in 
which such medicine is contained, or 
In anv other manner. 

Every person who violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall, for a first 
offence, Incur a penalty of fifty dol- 
lars and costs, and for any subsequent 
offence a penalty not exceeding five 
hundred dollars and not less than one 
hundred dollars and costs, and the 
certificates or licenses shall be can- 
celled. 

Method of Recovery 

Every penalty or forfeiture incurred 
for any offence against this act, or 
any regulation thereunder, may bo re- 
covered In the name of His Majesty in 
a summarv manner, with costs, under 
the provisions of Part XV. of 
Criminal Code. 

Any term of Imprisonment for 
ttn offence against the provisions of 
this act, whether In conjunction with 
a i ecunlary penalty or not, may be 
adjudged and ordered. 

la) By the exchequer court of Can- 
ada, or any court of record having 
jurisdiction in the premises; or 

lb) If such term of Imprisonment 
docs not exceed twelve months exclu- 
sive of any term of Imprisonment ad- 
Judged or ordered for non-payment of 
any pecuniary penalty, whether the 
offence In respect of which tho liabil- 
ity to imprisonment hns been incurred 
Is declared by this act to be an Indict- 
able offence or not, in a summary 
manner under the provisions of Part 
XV. of the Criminal Code, by a judge 
of a county court, or by a police or sti- 
pendiary magistrate, or any two jus- 
tices of the peace having jurisdiction 
in tl;e place where the cause of pro- 
secution arises, or wherein the de- 
fendant is served with process. 

In Cases of Doubt 

The governor-ln-council may make 
such regulations for giving effect to 
any of the provisions of this act and 
declaring the true intent thereof. In 
any case of doubt, as to him seems 
meet, and may also add to or remove 
from the schedule of this act any poi- 
sons or potent drugs, as from time to 
time he deems expedient. 

All regulations made under this act, 
whether made by the governor- In - 
council or the department of inland 
revenue, shall have the forco of law, 
and any violation of any such regula- 
tion shall subject the person In the 
said regulation mentioned to such pen- 
alty or forfeiture as Is, by the said 
legislation. Imposed for such violation. 

This act shall come into force upon 
such day as the governor-general by 
proclamation directs. 

Must Bo Declared

provisions of the act : 

Acetanlllde, aconite and Its prepar- 
ations; alcohol, and all liquids con- 
taining it; arsenic, and preparations 
containing It; atropine.

Cantharldes, carbolic acid, chlornl 
hydrate, chloroform, cocaine and Its 
preparations, conta and compounds 
thereof, corrosive sublimate. 

Dlgltaline. 

Ergot. 

Hellebore, hyoscyamln, and Its prep- 
arations. 

Indian hemp. 

Morphine and Its preparations. 
Nux vomica. 

Opium, Its preparations and deriva- 
tives. 

Phenacetlne, prusslc acid. 

Savin and preparations thereof, 
strychnine and Its preparations, sul- 
phonal. 

Tartrate of antimony. 

Veratrla. 



A Dotrclt, Mich., special to tho 
Montreal Dally Star of recent date, is 
as follows; John B. CHne, who was 
raised In Cohourg, Ont., and who is 
well known in London and Toronto, al- 
though he Invented a rail joint that is 
now being manufactured by a $2,000,- 
000 company In Spokane, Wash., is 
compelled to work at a laborer's wage 
In this city to keep body and soul to- 
gether. Ho received his first patent 
on tho railjolnt In 1903, and In 1906 
he received two more patents on the 
same Invention. Thinking that per- 
haps lie could interest some railroad 
men In his Inventions, he went to work 
on the Canadian Pacific railroad In 
British Columbia, leaving his family 
In London, Ont. While at work there 
he met a Western man who had 
money, and to whom he explained his 
patent. Tho Westerner at once saw 
the superiority of the invention, and 
offered to take an Interest in It. His 
offer was .accepted, and money was 
furnished Cline to pay the costs of 
patents in Great Britain, the United 
States and Canada. The two men then 
went to Spokane, Wash., where a 
stock company was organized, and 
preparations made to manufacture a 
large model railjolnt. Railroad men to 
whom the new device was shown were 
enthusiastic over it, and experimented 
with It on their lines. The results were 
gratifying. The railjolnt prevents 
passenger cars from pounding and 
Jarring the passengers. With the 
common system now In use the square 
ends of the rail meet the wheels as an 
obstacle, causing a certain stoppage, 
and jolting and Jarring -1s the inevit- 
able result. Tho Cline railjolnt In- 
sures a continuous tread of the wheels, 
prevents spreading, and thereby averts 
accidents. 

The Inventor knew he had a super- 
ior article, something every railroad in 
the world would want, yet when the 
company was organized at Spokane for 
Its manufacture, the men who were 
financing the enterprise would not 
take hold of It, unless he would sell 
the patent outright. They finally gave 
him a few hundred dollars for an arti- 
cle that Is now making them each In- 
dependently rich. While these men 
are reaping their harvest of dollars 
Cline, the man with the brains that 
gave the invention, Is working for a 
paltry salary.

Many Matters of Importance 
Taken Up — Question of 
Theological College 



Tho presbytery of Victoria, which 
for the past two clays has been In ses- 
sion in the First Presbyterian church, 
concluded the consideration of tho 
business before it yesterday afternoon 
and adjourned until Monday, March 
IS,, when certain matters which were 
not ready for discussion at the past 
session will again no brought to tho 
attention of the ministers. 

Considerable routine business camo 
before the meeting, none of it, how- 
ever, of an unusual nature. Tho most 
Interesting matter discussed was the 
proposal to establish a Presbyterian 
Theological college on Vancouver Is- 
land, for the education of the youth 
of tiie country as ministers. This is 
a matter which has been occupying 
tilK) attention of the authorities of 
tho Presbyterian church of this part 
of tho country for some time past, and 
regarding which some definite decision 
is eagerly looked for. There are, how- 
ever, among the ministers, several dif- 
• ferent views on tho question, and It 
being found that the matter was 
hardly at a stage which would allow 
of Its intelligent discussion at the 
past meeting of the presbytery It was 
decldod to lay it over until the ad- 
journed meeting on .March 18. Some 
definite conclusion is then looked for. 

The purpose of establishing such a 
college on the Island would be to 'en- 
able young men desiring to become 
Presbyterian ministers to accomplish 
their wish without going to study at 
a university ln # the East, as is now. 
the case. The course would at first, 
at any rate be of a purely religious na- 
ture, the idea being to give the stu- 
dents the necessary grounding in 
theology and kindred subjects rather 
than to provide a general education. 
Later the institution might develop 
Into a college. The advantages of 
Vancouver Island, with its splendid 
climate and Victoria. In particular, for 
such an Institution are obvious. 

Tho work among the Indians and 
Chinese received considerable atten- 
tion, a most interesting report re- 
garding this work being received from 
Rev. Dr. Campbell, the head of the 
department. The rellgloVis and indus- 
trial education of both races was dealt 
with, tho account of the industrial 
work among the Indians being par- 
ticularly interesting. 

Work among the aborigines is be- 
ing carried on ' at • Dodgers cove, 
Ucluele't, Ahousaht and Alberni. 

Considerable discussion was aroused 
by a petition sent In by the congre- 
gation of St. Columba church. Oak bay 
for services both in the morning and 
evening, Instead of only once a day, as 
is now the case. Tho plea of tho 
church was put before the presbytery 
by a delegation consisting of Mr. 
Small,. Mr. Mclnnes and Mr. Talt. The 
question of daily services in the smal- 
ler churches in the outlying districts 
having been thus raised, discussion be- 
came general, tin.- St. Andrew's 
church, Cedar hill, and Knox church, 
Spring Ridge, were mentioned as 
v. having similar claims. It was decided 
s to postpone tho consideration of the 
matter until the adjourned meeting on 
March IS, when a special evening ses- 
sion will be held for that purpose. 

Rev. W. Leslie Clay, of St. Andrew's 
church, city who has the oversight of 
the home mission department, sub- 
mitted a full and very encouraging 
report as to the condition of the 
churches throughout the district. Full 
details of the work at tho following 
places were given, — Sooke, Colwood, 
Otter Point, Cedar Hill, Knox church, 
Spring Ridge; St. Columba, Oak bay; 
Duncan's, Somenos, Chemalnus, Crof- 
ton, Wellington, Extension, English- 
man's River; Denman, Union hay; 
Pender island, Gabriola island, Galiano 
island and Alberni. 

The Rev. Dr. Campbell, Rev. W. 
Leslie Clay, Thornton Fell, and Pro- 
fessor Dido were appointed by the 
presbytery to act as its representa- 
tives at the general assembly to meet 
in Montreal in June next. 

The Rev. Dr. Herdman, superinten- 
dent of missions for British Colum- 
bia 'and Alberta, was present during 
the first day of the session, and took 
an active part in tho proceedings. He 
was unable to be present at Tues- 
day's session owing to press of work. 

Both Monday's and Tuesday's meet- 
ings were well attended, all the min- 
isters of the local Presbyterian 



churches being present, besides many 
of those from the country districts. 
Rev. J. M. Millar, of Nanaimo, acted 
as moderator, while Rev. D. MacRde 
of this city filled the position of clerk. 

Tho Licence Bylaw 

In the account of tho meeting of the 
city council appearing in Tuesday's 
Colonist, Aid, Fell was reported as 
having threatened to leave the council 
chamber after the first reading of the 
licence by-law. Aid. Fell wishes it 
to be understood that it was after the 
second reading that he made this 
threat. It was then proposed to go 
into committee to consider the by-law, 
a course to which ho objected on the 
ground that he had not had sufficient 
time to read the by-law and get a 
clear Idea of what it obtained. "I had 
read only four clauses," said he to the 
Colonist yesterday, "and I certainly 
could hardly be expected to Intelli- 
gently consider the by-law without 
first having read it through." 



Evangelical Meetings 
Arrangements will In all probability 
be made to continue the evangelical 
meetings in the Old Grand Theatre, 
under the auspices of the Ministerial 
Association of this city. The matter 
was discussed at a session of that 
organization held some days ago, and 
a special meeting will be held in the 
near future, at which some definite 
decision will bo arrived at.

Victoria Team Criticized 

The defeat of tho Victoria United 
team at the hands of tho Ladysmitli 
players, and the consequent loss of 
the Vancouver Island championship, Is 
now a matter of history, but despite 
this the references made by tho critics 
from Ladysmlth and Nanaimo are very 
interesting reading and give the fol- 
lowers of the local • team who re- 
mained at home an opportunity to 
learn how the defeat occurred. The 
Nanaimo Herald says: 

"It cannot be said that tho match 
was a first class exhibition of the 
game, as there was very little team 
work shown during the entire game. 
Individual play and long kicking, how- 
over, were the characteristics of tho 
game, und In this the Ladysmitli boys 
outclassed their opponents from be- 
ginning to end. The brilliant game 
put up by Goward at full back Vic- 
toria can thank for tho score not being 
double or treble what It was. Time 
and again ho relieved tho situation 
when it seemed almost sure that Lady- 
smith, would score, and his long open 
kicks were at all times a feature of 
the match. Provins at outside left 
also put up a hard fight for the losers, 
but lie was without support, and 
though making several good shots on 
goal, failed to make any of them 
count." 

The Nanaimo Freo Press deals al 
length with the match and says: "The 
opening took place with the home team 
favored by tho slope; and' Victoria, 
with the hill against them, was set 
the task of facing the most dangerous 
line of forwards in British Columbia. 
Splendid was the visitors' defence, but 
not enough for the galling attack of 
the Ladysmith men. 

"The United began their down-hill 
play, and knowing what was required 
of them, desperately attempted at 
every opportunity to penetrate that 
magnificent back division that barred 
their progress. In vain did the vigil- 
ant Provins endeavor to elude the 
harassing halves, and Thompson, 
Shanks and Hughes to clear the 
ground in their front; in vain did 
Goward. with his grand kicking, and 
tho great bulk of Lorlmer rush even 
past the half-way line In their des- 
perate efforts to score. It was all to 
no avail. 

"Of tho United team, fWhytO in goal 
did well what ho was called upon to 
do; and Goward and Lorlmer proved 
Indeed that it required much to over- 
come their remarkable defensive pow- 
ers. The halves were not endowed 
with too much strength, although they 
managed to bob up frequently to aid 
in clearing their goal. The right wing 
was the weak spot; they made a moss 
of matters repeatedly. Schwengers 
was very much off color and was not 
feared, being very slow In following 
up, otherwise Victoria might have had 
some goals. Tye lacked speed, and 
Provins was too closely watched to 
do any damage. York, Ills old part- 
ner, was much missed."

Tho parks and boulevards committee 
of the council will, through tho agency 
of the private bill to be introduced into 
the legislature, b?y the city, seek cer- 
tain 'alterations of an important na- 
ture as to the management of the 
parks and boulevards of the city. 

Some time ago Aid. Verrlnder, the 
chairman of 'the Committee, stated that 
ho favored the system of park man- 
agement in vogue in Winnipeg, where 
this department of the civic business 
Is looked after by a special commis- 
sion. To secure such a commission 
for this city would necessitate spe- 
cial legislation, and. such legislation 
It has now been definitely decided to 
seek. A clause to tills effect will lie 
Inserted In the private bill. 

The Winnipeg park commission con- 
sists of six members, two of them ap- 
pointed from the council and the re- 
mainder private citizens. Winnipeg 
also lias a park commissioner, who is 
a permanent official on the payroll oil 
the city, and an ox-offlcio member of 
the board. Aid. Verrlnder, in discuss- 
ing the matter yesterday, pointed out 
that it would hardly be necessary for 
Victoria to have so large a commis- 
sion as Is needed by Winnipeg and 
stated that in his opinion four mem- 
bers would be enough. 

"Of these," said he, "two would be 
members of the council, — the chair- 
man of the parks and boulevards' 
committee and the chairman of the 
finance committee. Tho two remain- 
ing members would be private citi- 
zens. It would not be necessary to 
engage any salaried park commission- 
er, as our present superintendent 
could do the greater part of the work 
required of such an official." 

No details as to the make up of the 
commission will be mentioned in the 
bill. The City will ask merely for the 
power to appoint such a body, and all 
details as to personnel will be set- 
tled later. It is probable, however, 
that the body will take the form sug- 
gested by Aid. Verrlnder. The mode 
of appointment to the board will also 
be. left to be decided by the coun- 
cil, but it is probable that the mem- 
bers of the rommisston, outside of 
those on the council, will be .elected 
by the people. The method of elec- 
tion will - in all -probability be made 
similar to that on tho school board, 
by which a continuity of policy is 
assured. ,. - , • •. " , 

Aid. Vernnder states that there is 
little likelihood of the city having a 
park commission this year. It will be 
rather late for the formation of such 
a body when the private bill has been 
finally passed, and the appointment of 
such a body will in ail probability be 
left over until next year. 

The parks and boulevards commit- 
tee has large plans for the beautlilea- 
tion of the city In the course of the 
current year, and Just as soon as It 
has gained some idea of how it stands 
financially «it will get busy. 

"We shan't know until th« Council 
has considered the estimates just how 
much we shall be able to get for work 
in the parks," said Aid. Veur'.nder, 
'•and until then we can hardly tell how 
much of our programme we shall be 
able to carry out. For myself I don't 
for a moment think that we shall be 
able to get enough set aside In tho 
estimates to do much work on the 
parks, and I believe that we shall 
have to lull back upon bylaws to raise 
the funds necessary." 

Aid. Verrlnder strongly favors tho 
raising of a substantial sum by means 
of a bylaw for the Improvement of 
Beacon Hill and the other parks of 
the city. As stated in those columns 
some time ago, he has an elaborate 
plan of beautlilcatlon. To carry this 
out, however, would necessitate the 
expenditure <of a good many thousand 
dollars. Little' could bo accomplished 
on less than $26,000. He points out 
that if such a sum wore, raised on a 
bvlaw and the payment of tho Inter- 
est and sinking fund spread over a 
long period, the annual Increment to 
the taxes caused thereby would be so 
small as to be almost negligible. 

"1 certainly want to see the parks 
improved," said lie, "and I feel that, 
the only way Iff do ll Is by means of 
money raised through a bylaw."

Recommendations of Island Club 
Endorsed by Large Meeting 
Held in Vancouver 



Never before In the history of Brit 
Ish Columbia was there such marked 
and general interest displayed In the 
protection of game as at a meeting of 
representatives of the different dis- 
tricts which took place in Vancouvor 
oh Saturday. There were in attend- 
ance delegates from practically all the 
game clubs of the west. Cariboo and 
Atlin, as well as several other of tho 
remoter sections had their delegates, 
and the enthusiasm of the proceedings 
throughout augurs well for the suc- 
cess of their efforts. The feeling' that 
tho game to be found in the province 
constituted one of its most important 
assets and that everything possible 
should bo done to provide it with 
adequate protection was unanimous. 

■ Victoria's representatives were J. 
Musgrave and H. N. Lenfesty. They 
took with them a budget of proposed 
amendments to the Game act, recom- 
mended by the Vancouver Island Fish 
and Game club. It was found that the 
Other districts took much the same 
stand as that assumed by the majority 
of residents of Vancouver Island. 
There was scarcely a proposal made 
by the local representatives that did 
not meet with the approval of the 
gathering. 

One of the most important matters 
decided was that of the imposition of 
a nominal license of $3 upon all those 
carrving guns within tho conllnes of 
the province. It was asreed that those 
Wishing the privilege of hunting the 
game which the country affords should 
be willing, and, undoubtedly were 
capable, of paying a small fee of tho 
kind mentioned. It would not hurt 
them financially- and It would assist 
materially in defraying the expenses 
necessary 'in order that a satisfactory 
system of protection might be in- 
augurated. A noteworthy feature of 
the discussion on this question was 
the attitude assumed by the farmers. 
According to a recommendation which 
it was proposed to make to the gov- 
ernment it was provided that farmers 
and farmers' sons, shooting upon their 
own property, should bo exempted 
from paying the license. Those farm- 
ers In attendance, however, did not 
agree with that clause. They express- 
ed the opinion that all owners of prop- 
erty would be willing to be placed 
upon the same basis as the ordinary 
disciple of Nimrod. Their contribution 
in this way to the provincial treasury 
would place tho authorities in a better 
position to appoint a staff of wardens 
suiilclontly strong, to properly enforce 
the provision of tho act. And that 
was what they wanted. At the pre- 
sent time they were pestered beyond 
the point of ordinary annoyance, by the 
lar^e number of city hunters who tra- 
versal their property throughout tho 
shooting season, tearing down fences, 
killing sheep and cows, in the mis- 
taken idea that they were some kind 
of game unknown and, in fact, causing 
all kinds of damage and trouble. The 
enforcement of the law, thoy said, 
would be in their interests. Nobody 
realized this better than themselves. 
Therefore they would be, not only 
willing, but anxious to assist in pro- 
viding the wherewithal to put a stop 
to the practices of thoso irresponsible 
pot hunters who were to be found 
scouring the country, ostensibly, In 
search of game, hut. really only looking 
for a likely mark upon which to exer- 
cise their questionable prowess. As 
a result of the argument advanced by 
the farmers it is not unlikely that it: 
will be suggested that the provincial 
government place a clause in tho 
Game act calling for a license upon 
all those desiring the privilege of 
hunting in British Columbia, with 
absolutely no exemptions. 

Among the other amendments which j 
it was decided to recommend that the 
government adopt were the following: | 

That the privileges accredited to 
free miners and surveyors, by virtue of 
their licenses, be restricted. 

That beaver be protected through- 
out the province; that the sale 
of same be prohibited, and that the 
government be requested to rescind 
the order-ln-councll declaring an open 
season in certain districts. 

That as trout fishing has been 
seriously depleted, the authorities bo 
petitioned to at once restock and pre- 
serve the inland fisheries. 

•A guide's license of $10 was favored 
and a fee of $5 upon residents wishing 
to engage In trapping was endorsed. 
It was decided that it would be wise 
to entirely prohibit trapping in British 
Columbia on the part of aliens. One 
of those present explained that a case 
bail come within bis personal know- 
ledge where an American had cdiiip 
into the Atlin district year after year, 
trapped for several months, and left 
In the early Hummer with several 
thousand dollars worth of skins. It 
was unnecessary for him lo point out 
that, not only was the country being 
depleted of its big game in this way, 
but no benefit whatever was being de- 
rived therefrom by the bona tide resi- 



dents. Surely, he remarked, this was 
not just and should not bo allowed to 
continue. 

It was agreed to recommend a non- 
resident license of $2 to apply in con- 
nection with trout only. This action 
was taken because it was generally 
reported that the lakes and streams of 
tho province begin to show signs of 
depletion. It was only right, aocordlng 
to the generally oxpressed opinion 
that those coming from outside points 
to eiljoy the sport to be obtained in 
this country should bo made to pay, 
at least In a small measure, for what 
they obtained. 

The principle of the establishment of 
game preserves was endorsed. There 
was not much discussion on this sub- 
ject. The opinion was that It was.much 
too big a question to be taken up and 
decldod definitely in tho course of a 
mooting of a few hours length. There 
was no doubt, however, that the fixing 
of certain areas upon Vancouver 
Island, the lower and upper mainland, 
wherein It would be contrary to law 
for any shooting to take place, would 
be a wise measure — one likely to result 
in the preservation of all vnrleties of 
big and small game. In the meantime 
It was decided that the matter should 
be left in aboyanco with tho under- 
standing that it should be taken up at 
a later date, investigated thoroughly, 
and recommendations made to the 
government in accordance with the 
opinion of the combined gamo clubs. 

In regard tc hag limits it was de- 
cided that for pheasants, quail and 
grouse there should be a limit of ten 
of any one kind por day; such an 
onactment to apply to Vancouver 
Island only. On the lower mainland 
ten grouse and seven pheasants should 
be allowed each hunter per day, while 
In the upper country each man should 
bo permitted to shoot ten grouse and 
ton prairie chicken In the same time. 
Tho limit for ducks was made general, 
Bfty being allowed each Individual per 
day and not more than two hundred 
and fifty in a season. 

The question of open seasons was a 
point on which there was somo dis- 
sension, but it wns Anally agreed that 
the recommendation should be that the 
open season for all varieties of game 
on Vancouver Island and also on the 
mainland should commence October 1. 

The penalties for the buying and 
selling of game were fixed as follows: 
Minimum fine, $100; maximum line, 
$250. This recommendation will be 
made with a view to prevent the pos- 
sibility of magistrates allowing offend- 
ers off with a nominal fine. 

At a public meeting in Vancouver 
on Saturday evening all tho foregoing 
proposals were endorsed unanimously. 
The opinion was general that a li- 
cense should be imposed on all hunt- 
ers. There was also a feeling that 
some action should bo taken to 
straighten out the question of jurisdic- 
tion, in regard to the enactment of 
trout fishing regulations, between the 
provincial and Dominion governments. 
It was pointed out that owing to the 
fa"ct that the federal authorities had 
control of all fisheries, including the 
trout, it was impossible to obtain, for 
the latter, proper protection. Many of 
those present expressed the opinion 
that it wns ridiculous for a govern- 
ment, three thousand miles away, to 
attempt to legislate on such a matter. 
They thought that something should 
be done without delay as, under the 
present conditions, there might just as 
well bo no close fishing season. 

Tho following delegates were ap- 
pointed to interview the government on 
the proposed recommendations: H. 
Abbott, Sidney Williams, Dr. Wilson, 
Paul Ladner, j; L. G. Abbott, P. M. 
Chaldecott, Dr. It. Roberts, H. Hul- 
bert, Dr. Brown, J. Musgrave and J. 
H. Vldal. 

Mr. Musgrave, who was one of tho 
Victoria . delegates, is exceedingly 
pleased over the representative gath- 
ering in Vancouver and hopes that tho 
majority of the recommendations out- 
lined will be incorporated in the pro- 
vincial Game act at tho coming ses- 
sion of the legislature. 



DEVANHA IN COLLISION 

Liner Carrying Prinoe Fuahimi From 
Japan Collides With Shlnshu- 
Maru

Palmer's Report— British 
Columbia's Chance of Se- 
curing Immigration 



British Columbia fruit will find a 
practically Illimitable market through- 
out the Northwest iinil In the Old 
Country. This is the opinion of R. M. 
Palmer, chief of the bureau of Infor- 
mation, who has just returned from 
Great Britain, where he went in 
charge of an exhibit of fruit sent by 
tho provincial government to compete 
at tho different large horticultural ex- 
hibitions. At all the shows in which 
it was entered the highest honors 
were captured, Mr. Palmer returning 
with quite a handsome collection of 
modals. Ho asserts that the fruit, when 
auctioned off in Edinburgh, Birming- 
ham, Liverpool and other places found 
a ready sale and realized good prices. 
There could be no better test, in his 
mind, of the demand; In fact, the pur- 
chasers in every instance were anxious 
to know how they might obtain tho 
same varieties In large quantities. 

Mr. Palmer explains that the varie- 
ties of frult-which could be placed up- 
on the market In tho old land most 
profitably are. the Pippins, the SpiW- 
enberg and others of a similar kind. 
These can be shipped and landed in 
the best of condition, and, for that 
reason, should prove the best invest- 
ment both to the producer and tho re- 
tailer. Mr. Palmer thinks that the 
government may not be deemed to 
have proved ono of the points which It 
sot out to demonstrate when the an- 
nual' exhibits of fruit in the Old Coun- 
try exhibitions were Inaugurated three 
years ago. ] That to which he, referred

Is the possibility of sending fruit from 
here across the Atlantic in such a way 
that It might reach its destination al- 
most as perfect as when it started. In 
other words, that it had been proved 
that It was quite within tho bounds of 
possibility for Uie fruit growers of 
this province to establish a lucrative 
trade with the dealers of Europe in 
this line. 

While In the old land Mr. Palmer, 
acting upon instructions from tho gov- 
ernment oliicials, Instituted a person- 
al investigation into the methods of 
the Salvation Army In regard to im- 
migration and the prospect of large 
numbers of settlers being induced to 
settle In this province. He found that 
the Army went ubout Its work most 
systematically. Ho says that It has 
stations in practically every city of 
Importance and boroughs of Great Brit 
aln. Only the most desirable peoplo 
are selected to bo sent to the Domin 
ion, the reports made that the riff-raff 
of London are taken up and shlpi 
out being absolutely false, Those who 
are assisted to reach Canuda In ever; 
instance, Mr. Palmer asserts, are wor 
thy people. Some of them possess i 
little money, others, are almost entire 
ly without means, but all, he says, ar 
of an Industrious, energetic and am- 
bitious character— men and women 
who would bo a credit to tho country, 
and who could be depended upon to 
materially help in the upbuilding of a 
province in tho undeveloped condition 
of British Coin nibla at present. 

While the Salvation Army will bring 
many of the laboring class to British 
Columbia, Mr. Palmer says that the 
advertising which has been done by 
tho government has had the effect of 
turning the eyes of another stratum 
of society In this direction — the young 
men with some capital anxious to tak 
up fruit-growing, or mixed farming. In 
the course of his travels he was be 
sieged by these people. He found that 
it generally works In this way: A 
young man would begin to think of 
emigrating to the colonies. He would 
would hear of British Columbia, 
he would hear of British Columbia, 
and, his curiosity becoming aroused, 
would obtain possession of one of tho 
bulletins Issued by the department, 
following this he would have his at- 
tention drawn to the excellent fruit 
being exhibited, and this would clinch 
the problem, rt was Mr. Palmer's opin- 
ion that from this time forth a steady 
stream of all. classes of emigrants 
would find their way to British Col- 
umbia. The Salvation Army would 
bring In many under Its auspices. Of 
that there was bo doubt. Whether 
there would be sufficient to meet tho 
present needs of the labor market was 
another question. But their pooplo 
would start to come within the next 
few days; In fact, about sixty destined 
for the West had been on board tho 
same vessel upon which ho bad cross 
ed the Atlantic. They would continue 
to arrive throughout the spring and 
summer months. Others, the wealthier 
peoplo, ready to Invest In small farms, 
also would start to cross the moun- 
tains In tho near future. It was his 
belief, in fact, that the province would 
have just as many Immigrants from 
the Old Country as she could satisfac-

The difficulty which the province, In 
Its endeavor to obtain settlers, had to 
confront In bringing them from the 
old Country was that of transporta- 
tion across the continent. It was hard, 
Mr. Palmer pointed out, to show a 
person advantages in British Colum- 
bia which would Induce him to meet 
the additional expense of travel from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific seaboard. 
However, this bad been to some ex- 
tent overcome by tin- arrangement en- 
tered Into between the province and 
the C. P. R. milking the Immigration 
rates an evon $40 between tho points 
mentioned. In bis opinion this was 
an exceedingly Important accomplish- 
ment, and one that would assist ma- 
terially in settling the country.

AGAINST SUNDAY LAW 

Mining, Smelter and Lumber Employ- 
ers of Kootenay Protest 

A well attended special meeting, 
hurriedly called, of thoso representing 
the mining, smelting and lumbering 
industries locally, was hold at the 
Strathcona hotel last evening to dis- 
cuss the question of tho proposed en- 
forcement of the Lord's Day Observ- 
ance act by tho provincial government, 
says tho Nelson News of Saturday. J. 
.1. Campbell, manager of the Hall Min- 
ing & Smelting company, occupied tho 
chair, and Leslie Hill acted as secre- 
tary. 

After some discussion, it was moved 
by John L. Retallack, seconded by N. 
J. Cavanaugh: That the chairman ap- 
point a committee to frame a telegram 
to the Premier of the province, re- 
questing that any action tending to- 
wards the enforcement of the Lord's 
Day Observance Act be postponed un- 
til the opportunity is afforded of se- 
curing an expression of opinion, for or 
against, from those whose livelihood 
and Industries will be directed affected. 

The resolution carried unanimously, 
and tho following message was drawn 
up, approved and wired to Premier 
McBrfde: 

"The following resolution was pass- 
ed at a largo meeting held hero to- 
night; That a telegram bo sent to the 
Hon. tho Premier of this province, re- 
questing that any action tending to- 
wards the enforcement of the Lord's 
Day Observance Act be postponed un- 
til tho opportunity is afforded those 
whoso livelihood and Industries are 
directed affected, of expressing an 
opinion for or against.

"LESLIE HILL, Secretary." 

After some further discussion, tho 
following resolution, moved by Louis 
Pratt and seconded by Leslie Hill, was 
unanimously agreed to: That a coin- 
mltteo of three be appointed to draft 
and forward a blank form of petition j 
to the provincial government, which) 
petition shall afford tho opportunity 
of expressing approval or disapproval 
of the enforcement of tho Lord's Day 
Observance Act, to .-ill employers of 
labor engaged in lumbering, smelting 
and mining In the Kootenays and 
Southern Yale — with the request that 
such employers shall lay said petition 
before their employees for a signed 
expression of opinion, for or against, 
on their part, and further, that said 
employers shall be Invited to attend 
a general meeting to be held at Nelson 
on tho 14th Instant to discuss and ox- 
press an opinion publicly on this im- 
portant matter, and to then bring 
with them, In order that they may bo 
forwarded to the government, said 
signed petitions from their employees. 

The following resolution was also 
unanimously approved by tho meet- 
ing: Moved by J. L. Retallack, sec- 
onded by W. C. E. Koch, that the press 
bo requested on our behalf to extend 
an invitation to representatives of till 
labor organizations to attend the gen- 
eral meeting in Nelson, convened for 
tho 14th Instant. 

Tho committee appointed to draft 
tho petition above referred to will 
meet in Leslie Hill's ofllce this after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. The meeting then 
adjourned.

THE CORONA 

Incident of Wrecked Steamer's Career 
in British Columbian Waters 

The Seattle Times says: 

"The wreck of the steamship Cor 
ona on Humboldt reef on the Califor- 
nia coast, recalls an Incident of th 
escape of the vessel from a British tug 
after being salved in northern wat- 
ers in 189S. While in the Alaska trade 
the Corona was wrecked just opposite 
Kennedy island, on the British Colum- 
bia coast, not far from the boundary 
line. 

"The tug Lome was despatched by 
the British Columbia Salvage com- 
pany and succeeded in lloatlng the 
Corona. The Lome took the vessel in 
tow and started for Vancouver, where 
the Corona was to be placed in the 
drydock and salvage claimed from tho 
owners. While under tow. and close 
to American waters the tug Pioneer, 
in command of Capt. Thomas Nelson, 
want alongside of tho Corona and fas- 
tened a line to the vessel. The haw- 
ser holding the Corona to the Lome 
was cut and the Pioneer quickly towod 
the Corona to Port Townsend. 

"The officers of the Salvage com- 
pany had no Jurisdiction over the Cor- 
ona while she was in American wat- 
ers and that is the reason why the 
vessel has since remained in South- 
ern California and never ventured in 
the Alaska trade."

There were also George III. half- 
penny of 1774, William IV. fourpence, 
Wellington halfpenny of the year be- 
fore Waterloo; Transvaal sixpence of 
1896, and Koshu Klu Ichibu, a valu- 
able copper coin from Japan, which 
were in a collection loaned by Miss 
Edge. 

Other Vancouver numismatists from 
whose collections McNab helped him- 
self, and whose coins were found In 
his possession, were Miss Leavercock, 
Mrs. F, W. Amesbury, F. H. de For- 
rest, curator of the museum of the 
Carnegie Library, John Clifford, ('. J. 
Lee- Warner, D. O. Boewen, W. L. 
Burgess, R. L. Clark, Dr. Epps, Rich- 
ard Robinson, A. X. Labrose and Dr. 
Grant. All of Miss Leavercock' s col- 
lection was taken, including George 
II. halfpenny, farthing of 1765, half- 
penny of 1776 (English), George III. 
twopence, which weighed as much as 
two and a half silver dollars— this 
being the coin which Detective Perdue 
purchasod for 50 cents from McNab at 
Aaronson's pawnshop. There were 
also Spanish, Indian, Guatemalan, 
Brazilian, Danish, Russian and Jap- 
anese coin.-, which were in use cen- 
turies a gone. 

The whole collection Is valued at 
considerably more than $10,000; In 
fact, the total is difficult to estimate. 
The loot taken from McNab includes 
a number of cases of coins, more than 
200 of gold, silvor and copper coinage, 
and a considerable number of bills. 
The bills Included D. '). Bowen's col- 
lection of bills, now out of print and 
very rare, and of all slices, from little 
certificates no bigger than half an 
inch, but an inch and a half to ordin- 
ary sized notes. The coins were mis- 
cellaneous Indeed, having everything 
from the ragged, chopped corners of 
the Roman denarius and the pebble- 
like brass coins In use In the days of 
the Shoguns in Japan- to the Jubilee 
crowns and halt crowns of her lata 
Majesty's jubilee, and tho passed 
coinage with Oom Paul's head there- 
on. 

McNab was selling the coins at bar- 
gain prices and a number were taken 
In this city, the greater number by 
Mr, Aaronson, who bought nearly a 
hundred. The valuable specie, In- 
cluding coins that numismatists would 
pay many dollars for, were loose In 
his pockets, and the bills crumpled 111 
a small purse, a pocketbook with tho 
mark of a St. Paul firm on It. He 
had also some legal tender ot tho time 
In the form of a $10 bill and some 
silver, and two small vlais of mor- 
phine tablets. In his pocketbook also 
was a cutting, or rather n "tearing," 
from the Vancouver Province of 
Thursday, February 28, with a lialf- 
column describing the burglary of the 
Carnegie Library at the Terminal 
Oily.

AUSTRALIA AND CANADA 

Liout. Long-lnneu Contrasts Military 
Conditions of Two Colonios 

At tho Canadian Military institute 
last night, Lieut. It. S. Long-limes of 
tho Royul Australian Artillery deliv- 
ered an addross on "Ills Majesty's 
Australian Forces," la which he gave 
some details dealing with the present 
military conditions uf the Australian 
defence force, says the Toronto World. 

The speaker, who has held a. com- 
mission for one year In the Canadian 
militia, drew comparisons between 
Canada and Australia. 

Tho pay of junior and senior oftlcors 
in both countries is the same to com- 
mence with, but tho yearly increments 
of Canadian officers' pay are higher 
than thoso of Australians. 

Australia's most distinguished mili- 
tary commandant, Gen. Hutton, had 
remarked that geographically her iso- 
lation rendered the Island safe from 
aggression, but that the rise of Japan, 
the occupation of the Philippines, the 
annexation of Madagascar, and the 
movement of Russia to secure, a port 
In the Far East. might affect the exter- 
nal Interest. 

As regards armament, it was of a 
mixed quality, some of the coast de- 
fence ordnance being practically use- 
less. Rucontly new guns of tho most 
Improved kind were being Introduced. 

What was largely to ho. regretted 
was tho fact that officers received no 
pension on retirement, there being a 
strong national feeling against It.
